WOMAN'S REMAINS 


TAKEN FROM RIVER 


Wife of W. J. Honaker Com- 


^initted Suicide aud Her 


Husband Follows. 


Louisville. Ky.. July 7.—Respond- 


ing to.a notice that the body of his 
wife, who It is believed committed 
suicide two or three days ago, had , 
been taken from the Ohio river, Wal- 
ter J. Honaker, member of a prom- 
inent firm of retail shoe dealers, 
met the body at un undertaking es- 
tablishment, and after Identifying it, 
committed suicide. 


The last seen of Mrs. Honaker was 


on Saturday morning when sho told 
her husband good-bye as he started 
down town. 
Sunday morning, some 


of the belongings of Mrs. Honaker 
were found on the bank 
of the 


Ohio river, about five miles east of 
the city. 


The body was recovered this morn- 


ing at. the foot of Jackson street, 
and Mr. Honaker was at once noti- 
fied. He was soon at the under- 
taking establishment, and as the 
body was being brought in, drew a 
revolver and Bhot himself, dying in- 
stantly. 
Mrs. Honaker was twenty- 


eight years of age.

AN APPEAL FOR HELP. 


St. Joseph, Mo., July 7.—Chief of Po- 


lice McNamara 
received a message 


fronr flood sufferers at Pattonsburg, 
Mo., today appealing for Help. It was 
stated that water was up to ilrst floor 
ceilings of the houses, some persons 
had been drowned and twenty-five or 
thirty more soon would be unless help 
came immediately. Chief McNamara 
at once conferred with Mayor Clayton 
and Fire Chief Kane. A train load of 
boats will be dispatched to the near- 
est point reached by rail. 


Fire at Pattonsburg early today de- 


stroyed a lumber yard and two resi- 
dences. Jror a time much excitement 
prevailed, but the flames were extin- 
guished before heavy losses had been 
entailed. 


The. boats sent in by outside towns 


began arriving during the forenoon 
and all persons occupying dangerous 
positions were soon removed to higher 
grounds by rescue crews.

Replying to the suggestion made by

Philip Zu Eulenberg, After 


Such Accusations, Faints 


Dead in Court. 


Berlin, July 7.—Prince Philip Zu 


Bulenburg had an attack of heart fail- 
ure in court today while undergoing 
an examination at the hands of physi- 
cians to determine his physical fit- 
ness to stand trial on charge's of per- 
jury a.lleged to have been committed 
during the Harden-von Moltice 
case 


which was an outgrowth of the "round 
table" scandals of 1907. When 
the 


proceedings opened today the presiding 
judge asked whether the prince was 
able to follow them. 
Zu Bulenburg, 


who seemed to be suffering, answered 
that he did not think so. The judge 
thereupon reminded the prince that the 
commission of physicians, upon arriv- 
ing at the castle of Liebenberg had 
seen the prince walking on the grounds 
but that he had at once entered the 
castle and gone t> bed. 


Said He Shammed Weakness. 


The members of the committee de- 


clared that in their opinion the prince 
was sufficiently strong .to stand the 
trial. They declared that when they 
examined him he had simulated weak- 
ness and checked his breathing to af- 
fect his pulse, thus endeavoring to de- 
ceive them. The prince who was sit- 
ting in an easy chair, arose at these 
remarks and stood trembling before 
his accusers. 
Resting his hand on the 


railing in front' of him he said: 


"That is not true. 
I have never 


pretended. I ha- e an interest in be- 
ing well. I want to get through with 
this trial and what would be the sense 
of my pretending?" 


"Why rticl you hold your brenth dur- 


ing the medical examination?" asked 
the judge. 


"I did no such thing," retorted the 


prince shaking with excitement. 


The public prosecutor thereupon de- 


manded that the prince be placed un- 
der arrest and not permitted to give 
bail. Before ruling on this request, the 
judge consulted with his colleagues on 
the b(.;ich and decided that Zu Eulen- 
hurg should be examined 
by 
Prof. 


Kraus who was present. 


Prince Faints in Court. 


The court room was cleared and the 


examination begun. 
While undergo- 


ing it the prince 
was 
seized 
with 


cramps of the heart 
His pulse rose 


to 132 and he 
fainted away. 
The 


princess Zu Eulenburg and the prince's 
son were thereupon summoned from 
the witness room. 
Restoratives were 


applied, and after the prince had par- 
tially regained consciousness the court 
re-assembler). The prince lay On an 
invalid chair with his eyes closed. 
Prof. Kraus declared that the prince 
was not able to go on with the trial, 
whereupon tho public prosecutor with- 
drew his motion for arrest and the 
case was adjourned indefinitely.

Washington, July 7.—The Italian 


Hed Cross society has presented to 
the American National Red Cross so- 
ciety a beautiful gold medal and hand- 
some diploma as tokens o£ appreciation 
of the great assistance rendered by 
the United States after the earthquake 
in Sicily and Calabria. Italy. 


These gifts have Just been received 


by President Taft, president of the 
American Red Cross, with a letter from 
Count R. Taverna, president of the 
Italian society. 


Count Taverna's Letter. 


Count Taverna in his letter says: 
"Touching evidence of human sol- 


idarity eamo to us from every part of 
your glorious republic, but every burst 
of charity was outdone by the Red 
Cross, over which yon preside, sir, and 
which assisted her Italian sister with 
a supremo munificence of relief. 


"May 
you find the medal and diplo- 


ma we now send you as tokens of our 
gratitude, of which, however, they are 
but a modest outward sign, acceptable; 
morn durable than In the metal Is our 
gratefulness engraved in the hearts of 
the Italians, whoso mindful blessings 
will stand as the sacred heritage of the 
generations to come." 


The medal, which is of solid gold. Is 


three inches in diameter and weighs 
eight ounces. 
Its obverse depicts in 


heavy relict several females relieving 
a prostrate sufferer. Tho reverse bears 
an American spread eagle perched on 
a red cross shield above which Is en- 
graved an Inscription commemorating 
tho American Red Cross society's ac- 
tion. They are surrounded by a wreath 
of palms and laurels and around the 
outer edge Is the name of the Italian 
Red Cross.

It came to the attention of the state 


superintendent that such transfer fees 
had been paid from the tuition fund, 
which the state replenishes from the 
state school fund. The attorney gen- 
eral holds that while the school trus- 
tees may legally pay transfer fees out 
of the local tuition fund, they mayjjpt 
do so and be permitted to draw m 
from the state reserve fund to replen- 
ish the local fund.

Perhaps the City Controller measures the capacity of the Muncipal Lighting 


Plant by the rated capacity of the two dynamos installed there, even though they 
lack of steam boiler power supply behind them. 


.This would be one of'those deceptive sorts of plant capacity which are some- 


times based on the rated capacity of the more expensive machinery in the plant. 


Let us look into this claim for capacity and see what it amounts to. 
These two dynamos are rated as of 500 kilowatt capacity each, 
Each constitutes what electricians call a unit Our city plant has .two units 


of 500 kilowatts each. 


Now every properly constructed plant for generating electricity SHOULD
